ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  ACADEMY* 

THE  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy  was  organized 
November  11,  1862,  and  was  incorporated 
December  4th  of  the  same  year,  “to  promote 
and  cultivate  the  fine  arts  and  to  that  end  to  establish 
and  maintain  in  the  City  of  Buffalo  a permanent  art 
building  or  buildings  and  collections  of  paintings, 
sculpture,  engravings,  and  other  works  of  art,  an  art 
library,  and  art  schools  adequately  equipped  and 
having  courses  of  instruction  and  practice,  and  gen- 
erally to  foster  art  in  all  its  branches.”

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PLAN  OF  THE  ALBRIGHT  ART  GALLERY 


The  Academy  and  its  Gallery 


The  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy  for  many  years  has 
maintained  a public  art  gallery  in  the  City  of  Buffalo, 
and  its  acquisitions  of  art  works  have  fairly  reflected 
the  knowledge  and  taste  of  the  respective  years  in 
which  they  were  made.  Lists  of  works  belonging  to 
the  Academy  may  be  found  in  the  catalogues  of  the 
permanent  collections. 

The  building  provided  through  the  gift  of  Mr.  John 
Joseph  Albright,  of  the  City  of  Buffalo,  has  established 
the  Academy  upon  a new  and  higher  plane,  encour- 
aging higher  ideals  and  giving  largely  increased 
opportunities. 

The  Albright  Art  Gallery  is  a white  marble  struc- 
ture two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  long  (north  and  south) 
and  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  deep  (east  and  west). 
Its  central  feature  is  based  on  the  east  porch  of  the 
Erectheum,  on  the  Acropolis  at  Athens — perhaps  the 
purest  type  of  Ionic  architecture.  In  designing  this 
building,  the  architects,  Messrs.  Green  and  Wicks,  of 
the  City  of  Buffalo,  constantly  kept  in  view  the 
desiderata  of  an  art  gallery : well-proportioned  rooms, 
not  unduly  high,  adequately  lighted,  affording  free 
circulation  for  large  numbers  of  persons  without  likeli- 
hood of  congestion,  and  providing  for  the  safety  of 
the  exhibits  from  fire.  At  night,  the  building  is  illum- 
inated by  electric  lights  set  above  the  ground-glass 
ceilings  of  the  galleries.  From  the  standpoints  both  of 
utility  and  beauty  the  structure  is  most  admirable. 
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Aims  of  the  Academy 

AND  ITS  NEEDS 

The  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy  aims  to  form  per- 
manent collections  of  art  works  worthy  of  installation 
in  the  palatial  structure  provided  for  them,  to  conduct 
the  Art  School  in  accordance  with  the  most  approved 
methods  of  instruction,  and  to  organize  an  art  move- 
ment in  the  City  of  Buffalo  calculated  to  reach  all  citi- 
zens and  to  encourage  interest  in  and  study  of  art ; — 
this  through  frequent  special  exhibitions  (exemplifying 
both  native  and  foreign  schools  of  expression)  illus- 
trated lectures,  receptions,  entertainments  of  artistic 
character,  the  publication  of  an  illustrated  art  journal, 
issued  semi-annually,  illustrated  descriptive  catalogues, 
etc.,  etc. 

With  the  growth  in  importance  of  the  art  collections 
and  the  extension  of  the  plan  and  the  scope  of  the  Art 
School,  came  the  need  of  larger  resources  for  carrying 
on  the  work.  The  income  from  invested  funds  and 
from  the  various  classes  of  members  was  inadequate 
for  the  larger  efforts  of  the  institution;  and  added  sup- 
port, therefore,  generously  was  given,  by  an  appropri- 
ation from  the  City  of  Buffalo,  beginning  July  1,  1909. 

GIFTS  AND  BEQUESTS 

The  Academy  will  be  pleased  to  receive  as  gifts  from 
persons  interested  in  the  success  of  the  institution,  and 
who  appreciate  the  influence  of  good  art  in  the  aesthetic 
— and  ethical — advancement  of  the  community,  art 
works  of  conspicuous  merit,  art  books  for  the  refer- 
ence library,  and  funds  to  aid  in  the  extension  of  the 
collections  and  the  furtherance  of  the  work  of  the 
school.

Constitution 

of 

The  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy 


ARTICLE  I 

NAME 

Section  i.  The  name  of  this  institution  shall  be  The  Buf- 
falo Fine  Arts  Academy. 

ARTICLE  II 

OBJECTS  AND  PURPOSES 

Section  i.  The  objects  and  purposes  of  the  Academy 
shall  be  to  promote  and  cultivate  the  fine  arts,  and  to  that 
end  to  establish  and  maintain  in  the  City  of  Buffalo  a perma- 
nent art  building,  or  buildings,  and  collections  of  paintings, 
sculpture,  engravings,  and  other  works  of  art,  an  art  library, 
and  art  schools  adequately  equipped  and  having  courses  of 
instruction  and  practice,  and  generally  to  foster  art  in  all  its 
branches. 

ARTICLE  III 

MEMBERSHIP 

Section  i.  The  Directors  may  elect  to  any  of  the  follow- 
ing degrees  any  person  who  shall  have  given  to  the  Academy, 
books,  works  of  art,  or  objects  for  its  collection,  which  shall 
have  been  duly  accepted,  to  the  value  of  the  amount  in  money 
requisite  to  his  admission  to  the  same  degree,  and  the  Presi- 
dent and  Secretary  shall  issue  diplomas  accordingly  under  the 
seal  of  the  Academy. 

Sec.  2.  The  membership  of  the  corporation  shall  consist 
of  Benefactors,  Fellows  in  Perpetuity,  Fellows  for  Life  and 
Life  Members,  and  to  these  members  the  President  and 
Treasurer  shall  issue  certificates  accordingly  under  the  seal 
of  the  Academy. 

Sec.  3.  There  may  also  be  Honorary  Members  and  Asso- 
ciate Members,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  the  privileges  pre- 
scribed by  the  By-Laws,  but  shall  not  be  members  of  the 
corporation. 

Sec.  4.  The  contribution  or  devise  of  fifty  thousand  dollars 
in  cash,  securities,  or  property,  to  the  funds  of  the  Academy 
shall  render  the  donor  eligible  to  be  elected  or  declared  a 
Benefactor  of  the  Academy  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Sec.  5.  The  contribution  of  five  thousand  dollars  in  cash, 
securities,  or  property,  to  the  funds  of  the  Academy  shall 
render  the  donor  eligible  to  be  elected  a Fellow  of  the 
Academy  in  Perpetuity,  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  Such 
person  shall  have  a Fellow’s  right  in  Perpetuity  for  each  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  SO'  contributed,  with  the  privilege  in 
each  case  of  appointing  the  successor  in  such  Fellow’s  right 
in  Perpetuity. 

No  future  appointment  of  a successor  shall  be  valid,  unless 
the  same  shall  be  in  writing,  endorsed  on  or  attached  to  the 
Certificate,  or  by  last  Will  and  Testament.  Should  neither 
of  these  conditions  be  complied  with,  the  Executor  or  Execu- 
tors or  the  Administrator  or  Administrators  of  the  deceased 
may  nominate  a successor  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Directors. 

Sec.  6.  The  contribution  of  one  thousand  dollars  in  cash, 
securities  or  property,  shall  render  the  donor  eligible  to  be 
elected  a Fellow  for  Life  of  the  Academy,  by  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Sec.  7.  The  contribution  at  any  time  of  one  hundred 
dollars  and  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  in  cash,  securities 
or  property,  shall  render  the  donor  eligible  to  be  elected  a 
Life  Member  of  the  Academy,  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  8.  Honorary  Members  may  be  elected  by  the  affirma- 
tive vote  of  a majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Directors. 
Persons  who  have  rendered  distinguished  service  to  the 
Academy,  artists  of  high  standing,  and  persons  conspicuous 
in  the  cultivation  and  promotion  of  the  fine  arts  shall  be 
eligible  for  Honorary  Membership,  if  duly  elected  by  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  9.  Any  person  may  become  an  Associate  Member,  if 
duly  elected  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  upon  payment  of 
the  dues  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws. 

Sec.  10.  Benefactors,  Fellows  in  Perpetuity,  Fellows  for 
Life  and  Life  Members  only  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  and 
hold  office. 

ARTICLE  IV 

MANAGEMENT 

Sec.  i.  All  the  business,  property,  and  affairs  of  the 
Academy  shall  be  managed  and  controlled  by  twenty-seven 
elected  Directors  and  three  ex-officio  Directors,  constituting 
the  Board  of  Directors.  The  ex-officio  Directors  shall  be 
the  Mayor,  the  Commissioner  of  Finance  and  Accounts,  and 
the  Commissioner  of  Parks  and  Public  Buildings  of  the  City 
of  Buffalo.  The  Directors  other  than  the  ex-officio  Di- 
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CONSTITUTION 


rectors  shall  be  elected  by  the  members  qualified  to  vote 
and  shall  hold,  office  for  three  years  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected.  They  shall  be  divided  into  three  classes  of  nine 
Directors  each,  the  term  of  office  of  one  class  to  expire 
in  each  year.  Nine  Directors  shall  be  elected  annually  to 
take  the  place  of  those  whose  terms  expire.  Five  only  of 
the  out-going  Directors,  shall  be  eligible  for  the  next  ensuing 
term,  to  be  determined  by  the  nominating  committee  to  be 
provided  for  in  the  By-Laws.  Any  vacancy  in  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  the  Board. 

ARTICLE  V 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  ACADEMY 

Section  i.  The  annual  meeting  of  the  Academy  for  the 
Election  of  Directors  and  for  the  transaction  of  any  other 
business  which  may  properly  come  before  the  meeting  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  after  the  first  Tuesday  in 
January,  in  each  year,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  upon  such 
legal  notice  as  the  Board  of  Directors  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Academy  may  be  called  at 
any  time  by  the  President,  and  must  be  called  on  the  resolu- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Directors,  or  at  the  written  request  of 
fifteen  voting  members  of  the  Academy. 

Sec.  3.  Nine  voting  members  of  the  Academy  shall  con- 
stitute a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  any  meet- 
ing of  the  Academy. 

ARTICLE  VI 

officers  and  constitutional  committee 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Academy  shall  be  a Presi- 
dent, a Vice-President,  a Secretary,  and  a Treasurer,  and 
there  shall  be  a Constitutional  Committee,  to  be  known  as  the 
Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  Within  one  month  after  the  annual  election  in 
each  year,  the  Directors  shall  meet  and  elect  from  their  num- 
ber the  officers  of  the  Academy  to  serve  for  one  year  and 
until  their  successors  are  chosen.  They  shall  also  elect  from 
their  number  one  member  of  the  Finance  Committee,  as 
provided  by  Article  XI  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  Vacancies  among  the  officers  of  the  Academy  or 
in  the  Finance  Committee  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  for  the  unexpired  term  of  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  4.  Any  officer  of  the  Academy  or  member  of  the 
Finance  Committee  may  at  any  time  be  removed  from  office 
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upon  a vote  of  a majority  of  the  whole  number  of  Directors 
at  a meeting  regularly  called  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  VII 

PRESIDENT 

Section  i.  The  President  of  the  Academy  shall  be  its 
chief  executive  officer.  He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Academy  and  the  Board  of  Directors,  appoint  all  stand- 
ing committees,  unless  otherwise  provided,  and  shall  perform 
all  the  other  duties  and  functions  usually  attaching  to  such 
office.  The  President  shall  be,  ex  -officio,  a member  of  all 
standing  committees. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

VICE-PRESIDENT 

Section  i.  The  Vice-President  of  the  Academy  shall  per- 
form the  duties  and  functions  of  the  President  in  his  absence, 
or  in  case  of  his  disability  from  any  cause  to  act. 

ARTICLE  IX 

SECRETARY 

Section  i.  The  Secretary  of  the  Academy  shall  have  the 
charge  and  custody  of  all  its  records ; make  and  preserve 
accurate  and  complete  minutes  of  all  meetings  of  the  Acad- 
emy and  of  the  Board  of  Directors ; have  the  custody  of  the 
seal  and  affix  the  same  when  authorized  so  to  do;  conduct  all 
correspondence,  unless  special  provision  is  otherwise  made; 
give  proper  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Academy  and  of  the 
Board  of  Directors ; attend  to  the  filing  of  any  reports  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  filed,  and  perform  all  other  duties  and 
functions  usually  attaching  to  such  office. 

Sec.  2.  The  records  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  open  at  all 
reasonable  times  to  the  inspection  of  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  Academy. 
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ARTICLE  X 

TREASURER 

Section  i.  Except  as  provided  herein,  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Academy  shall  be  the  custodian  of  its  moneys,  securities, 
and  funds,  and  shall  be  charged  with  the  collection  thereof, 
and  shall  disburse  the  same  only  according  to  law  and  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  Finance  Committee 
He  shall  keep  accurate  books  of  account  of  all  his  transac- 
tions, report  quarterly,  and  whenever  called  upon  by  the 
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President  or  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform  all  other 
duties  and  functions  usually  attaching  to  such  office.  The 
Board  of  Directors  may,  by  the  vote  of  a majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  Directors,  appoint  a bank  or  trust  company 
to  be  the  custodian  of  its  funds  and  securities,  but  any  agree- 
ment with  such  custodian  shall  be  in  writing,  and  terminable 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office  as  may  be  required 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  or  the  Finance  Committee. 

Sec.  3.  The  books  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Academy  at  all 
reasonable  times. 

ARTICLE  XI 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

Section  i.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  be  composed  of 
five  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  President  and 
Treasurer  shall  be,  ex-officio , members  of  the  Committee. 
The  three  other  members  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Directors  and  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  each,  and  until 
their  successors  are  chosen.  Their  term  of  office  shall  be  so 
arranged  that  at  least  one  of  the  three  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee shall  be  elected  annually.  The  term  of  office  of  any 
member  of  the  Finance  Committee  shall  cease,  however,  if  he 
ceases  to  be  a Director.  Any  vacancy  occurring  during  the 
term  of  any  member  of  the  Committee  shall  be  filled  for  the 
unexpired  term.  The  chairman  of  such  committee  shall  be 
appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  President. 

Sec.  2.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the 
investment,  management,  and  disbursement  of  all  the  money, 
funds,  and  securities  of  the  Academy,  pass  upon  all  contracts 
and  agreements,  provide  for  insurance  of  all  property,  inspect 
and  pass  upon  all  bills,  accounts,  and  expenditures,  provide 
for  the  countersigning  of  checks,  attend  to  the  proper  execu- 
tion and  filing  of  the  Treasurer’s  bond,  and  generally  have 
charge  of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  Academy. 

Sec.  3.  The  Finance  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Board 
of  Directors  in  detail  at  least  once  in  each  year,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  required  by  the  Board  or  President,  and  shall  be 
subject  at  all  times  to  the  authority  and  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 


ARTICLE  XII 

PRESERVATION  OF  THE  FUNDS 

Section  i.  The  money,  funds,  and  other  property  of  the 
Academy  shall  not  be  diverted  from  their  place  and  purpose 
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as  a part  of  its  permanent  funds  or  property,  nor  shall  the 
conditions,  directions,  or  limitations  contained  in  any  instru- 
ment of  gift,  devise,  or  bequest  to  the  Academy,  be  violated 
in  any  measure  by  any  act,  resolution,  by-law,  or  constitu- 
tional provision  of  the  Academy,  or  its  officers  or  Directors. 


ARTICLE  XIII 

ART  BUILDINGS 

Section  i.  The  Art  Building  or  buildings  of  the  Academy 
and  its  general  collections  of  works  of  art  shall  be  free  to  the 
inspection  and  for  the  use  of  the  public  at  such  reasonable 
times  and  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  prescribe,  but  the  Board  of  Directors  shall  hav- 
power  to  suspend  temporarily  such  free  public  use  and  inspec- 
tion of  any  portion  or  portions  of  said  building  or  buildings 
as  may  be  required  from  time  to  time  for  special  exhibitions 
of  works  of  art,  and  may  charge  and  receive  admission  fees 
therefor.  The  Academy,  its  Board  of  Directors,  officers,  and 
committees  shall  not  in  any  manner  violate  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  278  of  the  Laws  of  1900  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
or  the  provisions  of  the  agreement  with  the  City  of  Buffalo, 
dated  April  10,  1900,  regulating  the  public  inspection  of  the 
works  of  art  contained  in  said  building  or  buildings. 


ARTICLE  XIV 

BY-LAWS  AND  RULES 

Section  i.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  make  and  adopt 
all  by-laws  and  rules,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution, 
which  may  be  wise  and  proper  for  the  efficient  management, 
care,  and  control  of  the  business,  property,  and  affairs  of  the 
Academy. 

ARTICLE  XV 

AMENDMENTS 

Section  i.  This  Constitution  may  be  amended  or  changed 
by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  voting  members  of  the  Acad- 
emy who  are  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Academy,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be 
first  approved  by  a majority  of  the  Directors,  and  a copy 
thereof  or  notice  of  such  proposed  amendment  or  alteration, 
stating  the  substance  thereof,  shall  be  mailed  to  each  voting 
member  at  least  one  week  before  the  meeting  at  which  any 
vote  thereon  is  taken. 
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CHAPTER  I 

MEETINGS  OF  THE  ACADEMY 

Section  i.  The  place  and  hours  of  holding  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Academy  shall  be  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Directors,  and  the  Secretary  shall  give  notice  thereof  by  pub- 
lication at  least  once  in  each  week  for  two  weeks  immediately 
preceding  the  meeting,  and  by  mailing  notice  thereof  to  the 
voting  members  of  the  Academy  at  least  one  week  prior  to 
such  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Academy  may  be  called  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  annual  meeting,  or  by  mailing  notice 
thereof  to  the  voting  members  of  the  Academy  at  least  two 
days  prior  to  such  meeting.  The  notice  shall  state  the  pur- 
pose of  the  meeting,  and  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  of  business  at  meetings  of  the  Academy 
shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Reading  Minutes. 

2.  Reports  of  Officers. 

3.  Special  Business. 

4.  Motions,  Resolutions,  and  Notices. 

5.  Adjournment. 

CHAPTER  II 

MEETING  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 

Section  i.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
shall  be  held  quarterly,  on  the  third  Wednesday  in  January. 
April,  July,  and  October,  in  each  year. 

Sec.  2.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  President,  and  must  be  called 
upon  the  written  request  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Sec.  3.  Notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
must  be  given  to  each  Director,  by  mail  or  otherwise,  at  least 
two  days  before  the  meeting. 

Sec.  4.  A majority  of  the  Directors  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  at  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors. 

Sec.  5.  The  order  of  business  at  regular  meetings  of  the 
Board  of  Directors  shall  be  as  follows : 

1.  Calling  of  Roll. 

2.  Reading  of  Minutes. 
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3.  Reports  of  Officers. 

4.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Reports  of  Special  Committees. 

6.  Special  Business. 

7.  Motions,  Resolutions,  and  Notices. 

8.  Election  of  Members. 

9.  Adjournment. 

CHAPTER  III 

NOMINATING  COMMITTEE 

Section  i.  The  Directors  having  one  year  to  serve  after 
the  next  ensuing  election  shall  constitute  a committee  to  nom- 
inate at  least  two  candidates  to  fill  each  vacancy  in  the  Board 
of  Directors  at  such  election.  Such  committee,  however,  shall 
not  nominate  more  than  five  of  the  outgoing  Directors.  This 
committee  shall  report  such  nominations,  at  least  one  week 
before  the  election,  to  the  Secretary,  who'  shall  prepare  and 
print  a b?llot  containing  such  names  for  use  at  the  election. 


CHAPTER  IV 

HOUSE  AND  GROUNDS  COMMITTEE 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a House  and  Grounds  Com- 
mittee composed  of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
to  serve  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed, 
and  of  this  committee  the  President  and  Secretary  shall  be, 
ex-officio , two  of  the  members. 

Sec.  2.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Directors, 
the  House  and  Grounds  Committee  shall  have  charge,  man- 
agement, and  control  of  the  art  building  or  buildings,  and  the 
grounds  about  the  same,  except  as  to  the  arrangement,  hang- 
ing, admission,  and  exhibition  of  the  works  of  art.  It  shall 
provide  for  tne  heating,  lighting,  repair,  maintenance,  and 
care  of  the  building  or  buildings,  and  shall  employ  and  dis- 
charge janitors  and  caretakers,  and  define  their  duties.  It 
shall  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  and  protection  of 
the  building  or  buildings,  and  grounds,  and  shall  prescribe  the 
conditions,  hours  and  times  during  which  the  Gallery  and 
building  or  buildings  shall  be  kept  open  and1,  generally,  shall 
have  the  care  and  regulation  of  the  Gallery  and  building  or 
buildings,  and  grounds. 

Sec.  3.  The  House  and  Grounds  Committee  shall  report 
to  the  Board  of  Directors  in  detail  at  each  regular  meeting  of 
the  Board,  and  as  often  as  called  upon,  and  shall  be  subject  at 
all  times  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
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CHAPTER  V 

ART  COMMITTEE  AND  ART  DIRECTOR 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  Art  Committee  composed  of 
five  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  serve  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The  President  shall 
be,  ex-officio,  one  of  the  members  of  this  committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Art  Committee  shall  have  general  charge  and 
control  of  all  the  works  of  art  belonging  to  the  Academy.  It 
shall  have  power  to  nominate,  and,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Directors,  to  employ  an  Art  Director  and  to  define 
his  duties,  and  fix  the  salary  of  the  Art  Director,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee.  It  shall  have  charge 
of  the  hanging  and  arrangement  of  the  works  of  art,  and 
shall  prescribe  the  conditions  and  rules  for  the  inspection  and 
use  thereof,  under  such  regulation  as  the  Board  of  Directors 
may  impose.  It  shall  have  charge  of  the  purchase  of  all 
works  of  art  for  the  Academv.  out  of  funds  available  for  such 
purpose,  and  shall  pass  upon  all  gifts  of  works  of  art  and 
regulate  their  admission.  It  shall  arrange  all  special  exhibi- 
tions and  art  entertainments,  subject  to  tne  approval  of  the 
Finance  Committee  as  to  the  expense  thereof.  The  Art  Com- 
mittee also  shall  have  the  charge  and  direction  of  the  library 
and,  generally,  of  the  Academy’s  patronage  of  art  in  all  its 
branches. 

Sec.  3.  The  Art  Committee  shall  report  to  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  detail  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
as  often  as  called  upon,  and  shall  be  subject  at  all  times  to  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

CHAPTER  VI 

ART  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  an  Art  School  Committee  com- 
posed of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  to  serve  for 
one  year  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The  Presi- 
dent and  Treasurer,  ex-officio,  shall  be  two  of  the  members 
of  this  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Art  School  Committee  shall  have  general 
charge,  management  and  control  of  the  Art  School.  It  shall 
have  power  to  nominate  and,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Directors,  to  employ  a Director  of  the  School,  and  to  fix 
his  salary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
and  shall  have  power  to  employ  and  discharge  instructors, 
assistants  and  caretakers.  Its  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
School  shall,  however,  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Finance  Committee  as  to  the  expense  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Art  School  Committee  shall  report  to  the 
Board  of  Directors  in  detail  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the 
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Board,  and  as  often  as  called  upon,  and  shall  be  subject  at  all 
times  to  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

CHAPTER  VII 

MEMBERSHIP  COMMITTEE 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  a Membership  Committee  com- 
posed of  five  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  to  serve  for 
one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed,  and  of  this 
committee  the  President  shall  be,  ex-officio,  one  of  the 
members. 

Sec.  2.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  pass  upon  the 
qualifications  of  all  persons  proposed  as  members,  and  shall 
report  to  the  Board  of  Directors  for  election  only  such  per- 
sons as  receive  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  committee. 

CHAPTER  VIII 
PRIVILEGES  of  members 

Section  i.  All  members  of  the  Academy,  and  all  Honor- 
ary and  Annual  Members,  shall  be  entitled  to  free  admission 
to  all  special  exhibitions  and  lectures  given  by  the  Academy, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  a copy  of  all  catalogues  and  publica- 
tions of  the  Academy.*  In  addition  to  such  privileges,  Bene- 
factors, Fellows  in  Perpetuity  and  Fellows  for  Life  of  the 
Academy  shall  be  entitled  to  free  admission  for  all  the  mem- 
bers of  their  immediate  family  residing  with  them  and  for 
non-resident  guests ; and  Life  Members  and  Associate  Mem- 
bers shall  be  entitled  to  free  admission  for  one  other  member 
of  their  immediate  family  residing  with  them,  and  for  one 
non-resident  guest,  to  such  special  exhibitions  and  lectures. 
Admission  to  the  Gallery  shall  be  in  accordance  with  rules 
and  regulations  to  be  established  from  time  to  time. 

Sec.  2.  The  annual  dues  of  Associate  Members,  who  may 
also  be  designated  as  “The  Friends  of  the  Albright  Art  Gal- 
lery,” shall  be  five  dollars,  payable  in  advance,  which  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  purchase  of  works  of  art. 

CHAPTER  IX 

AMENDMENTS 

Section  i.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  present 
at  any  meeting  at  which  a vote  may  properly  be  taken.  A 
notice  of  such  proposed  amendment,  stating  the  substance 
thereof,  shall  be  given  at  a meeting  held  at  least  two  weeks 
before  the  meeting  at  which  a vote  thereon  is  taken,  and  a 
copy  of  such  proposed  amendment,  or  notice  stating  the  sub- 
stance thereof,  shall  be  mailed  to  each  Director  at  least  one 
week  before  the  meeting  at  which  any  vote  thereon  is  taken.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ART  DIRECTOR  FOR 
THE  YEAR  1918 

EXHIBITIONS 

During  the  year  1918,  twelve  special  exhibitions 
were  held  at  the  Albright  Art  Gallery:  also  one  large 
war  painting,  an  exhibition  in  itself,  was  shown. 

To  the  above  number  of  exhibitions  should  be  added 
that  of  the  Buffalo  Society  of  Artists,  which  takes 
place  annually  in  April  in  the  upper  galleries  of  the 
Albright  Art  Gallery;  the  Exhibition  of  the  Works 
of  the  Students  of  the  Art  School  of  the  Albright  Art 
Gallery,  which  annually  takes  place  in  June,  and  two 
special  exhibitions  of  the  works  of  the  students  of  the 
school  in  the  class  of  Occupational  Therapy,  which 
were  held  September  18th  to  September  26th  and 
December  20th  to  December  27th. 

The  above  special  exhibitions  for  the  year  1918 
totaled  sixteen.  These  temporary  collections  were 
composed  in  almost  every  case  of  works  specifically 
invited  from  the  studios  of  the  artists,  from  important 
galleries  holding  special  exhibitions,  or  were  secured 
from  prominent  private  collections  through  the  great 
generosity  of  the  owners.

1.  January  12th  to  February  3d.  An  Exhibition 
of  War  Posters,  Drawings  and  Lithographs,  composed 
of  the  following  collections,  and  organized  and  cata- 
logued by  the  Director  of  the  Albright  Art  Gallery:

The  above  exhibition  attracted  a large  and  enthusi- 
astic attendance.  None  of  the  above  works  were  for 
sale. 

2.  February  9th  to  March  3d.  A Group  Exhibi- 
tion of  Paintings  by  three  able  American  artists, 
William  L.  Lathrop,  Daniel  Garber,  and  Robert 
Spencer.  Organized  and  catalogued  by  the  Director 
of  the  Albright  Art  Gallery.  Much  appreciation  was 
expressed  but  no  sales  were  made. 

3.  March  13th  to  March  31st.  An  Exhibition  of 
Small  Bronzes  by  American  Sculptors  (lent  by  the 
National  Sculpture  Society).  Catalogued  by  the 
Director  of  the  Albright  Art  Gallery.  No  sales  were 
made. 

4.  March  13th  to  March  31st.  (At  the  same 
time  as  the  Exhibition  of  Small  Bronzes  was  held), 
an  Exhibition  of  Early  American  Paintings  was  lent 
by  the  Ehrich  Galleries  of  New  York.  Catalogued  by 
the  Director  of  the  Albright  Art  Gallery.  No  sales 
were  made. 

5.  April  3d  to  April  28th.  An  Exhibition  of  the 
Work  of  Theodore  Spicer-Simson  (Sculpture  and 
Medals)  ; catalogue  with  a foreword  by  Edward  T. 
Newell,  President  of  the  American  Numismatic 
Society  (taken  from  the  catalogue  prepared  for  the 
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Spicer-Simson  Exhibition  at  the  Gimpel  and  Wilden- 
stein  Galleries.)  Organized  by  the  artist;  no  sales 
were  made. 

6.  April  3d  to  April  28th.  An  Exhibition  of  the 
Work  of  the  French  Painter,  Caro-Delvaille ; cata- 
logue with  an  introduction  by  Denys  Amiel,  Editor  of 
The  New  France  (taken  from  the  catalogue  prepared 
for  the  Caro-Delvaille  Exhibition  at  the  Gimpel  and 
Wildenstein  Galleries,  New  York).  Organized  by  the 
artist ; no  sales  were  made. 

7.  April  21st  to  May  6th.  The  Annual  Exhibi- 
tion of  the  Buffalo  Society  of  Artists  was  shown  in 
the  upper  galleries.  No  sales  were  made. 

8.  May  11th  to  September  9th.  The  Twelfth 
Annual  Exhibition  of  Selected  Paintings  by  American 
Artists.  Organized  and  catalogued  by  the  Director  of 
the  Albright  Art  Gallery. 

The  above  was  said  by  many  to  be  the  most  im- 
portant American  Exhibition  of  the  year  and  also  one 
of  the  highest  standard  of  the  American  Exhibitions 
so  far  held  at  the  Albright  Art  Gallery.  Besides  all 
the  most  important  artists  being  represented  by  their 
best  works,  a very  important  collection  of  the  works 
-of  Albert  P.  Ryder  was  included ; also  the  great  por- 
trait of  John  D.  Rockefeller  by  John  S.  Sargent,  and 
the  wonderful  Inness  entitled  “The  Tragedy  of  the 
Sea,”  lent  by  Joseph  G.  Butler,  Jr.,  of  Youngstown, 
Ohio,  were  shown.  Nothing  was  purchased  for  the 
Gallery  collection,  but  one  of  the  best  paintings  by  the 
distinguished  painter,  Albert  P.  Ryder,  entitled  “The 
Temple  of  the  Mind,”  was  presented  to  the  Permanent 
Collection  of  The  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy,  by 
Mr.  R.  B.  Angus  of  Montreal. 

The  local  attendance  was  very  good  and  much  in- 
terest was  shown  in  the  collection  by  the  many  dis- 
tinguished visitors  from  out  of  town. 

9.  June  4tii  to  June  18th.  An  Exhibition  of  the 
work  of  the  Students  of  the  Art  School  of  the  Albright 
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Art  Gallery  was  shown  in  Gallery  I.  This  exhibition 
proved  most  satisfactory  to  the  management  of  the 
Art  School  and  the  trustees  of  the  Albright  Art 
Gallery. 

10.  September  18th  to  October  31st.  An  Exhi- 
bition of  Paintings  by  Bryson  Burroughs,  A.  N.  A. 
This  was  the  first  exhibition  of  Mr.  Burroughs’  work 
to  be  exhibited  at  the  Albright  Art  Gallery  and  it  was 
greatly  admired.  Two  sales  were  made.  The  Bryson 
Burroughs  collection  is  being  exhibited  at  a number  of 
other  museums.  It  was  organized  and  catalogued  by 
the  Director  of  the  Albright  Art  Gallery,  who  is  man- 
aging it  throughout  its  circuit. 

11.  September  18th  to  September  26th.  An 
Exhibition  of  Work  by  the  Students  of  the  Albright 
Art  School  in  the  Occupational  Therapy  course  for 
the  training  of  Reconstruction  Aides.  This  opening 
was  largely  attended  and  Mr.  Clifton,  the  President 
of  The  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy,  Albright  Art 
Gallery,  presented  diplomas  to  fourteen  graduates  of 
the  class,  seven  of  whom  are  at  present  working  in 
the  hospitals  in  New  York. 

12.  October  5th  to  November  11th.  A Memo- 
rial Exhibition  of  Paintings  by  Henry  Golden  Dearth, 
N.  A.,  which  is  considered  one  of  the  most  distin- 
guished one-man  exhibitions  so  far  shown  in  any 
museum.  Ninety-six  paintings  comprised  the  collec- 
tion, which  was  carefully  hung  according  to  the 
artist’s  different  periods.  The  exhibition  was  organ- 
ized and  catalogued  by  the  Director  of  the  Albright  Art 
Gallery,  and  is  under  her  management  during  its 
entire  circuit.  By  the  wish  of  all  museum  directors 
in  the  country  it  will  be  seen  in  every  museum  in  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  afterwards  will  probably 
be  shown  in  Paris,  France.  No  sales  were  made  and 
nothing  was  purchased  for  the  Permanent  Collection 
of  The  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy,  Albright  Art 
Gallery,  as  the  Academy  already  owns  two  fine  works 
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by  Henry  Golden  Dearth,  one  of  his  earlier  period  and 
one  of  his  more  recent  paintings. 

13.  October  16th  to  October  31st.  A small  col- 
lection of  water  colors  by  Mrs.  Charles  W.  Hawthorne 
was  shown  in  the  Gallery.  This  was  under  the  man- 
agement of  Mr.  George  W.  Stevens,  Director  of  the 
Toledo  Museum  of  Art,  who  arranged  the  circuit.  No 
sales  were  made. 

14.  November  16th  to  December  4th.  An  exhi- 
bition of  War  Paintings  by  Soldiers  of  France,  under 
the  management  of  Monsieur  Ludovic  Leblanc,  Dele- 
gate of  the  French  High  Commission,  was  held.  This 
exhibition  attracted  great  crowds  and  splendidly  in- 
creased the  attendance, — speeches  were  made  at  the 
opening  by  Monsieur  Leblanc  and  Lieutenant  Frank 
M.  Hamilton;  the  members  of  the  Red  Cross,  Y.  M. 
C.  A.,  Motor  Corps  and  other  patriotic  societies  were 
present,  and  the  Hon.  John  F.  Malone,  Commissioner 
of  Parks  and  Public  Buildings,  sent  the  City  Or- 
chestra, which  played  the  Marseillaise,  Star-Spangled 
Banner,  and  other  national  airs  during  the  reception. 
Thirty-seven  paintings  were  sold  and  six  hundred 
catalogues,  the  proceeds  of  which  went  to  the  suffer- 
ing families  of  the  French  artists  represented.

from  our  country  of  so  many  artists,  art  lovers  and 
collectors,  the  many  war  occupations  of  the  people 
who  remained  at  home  and  the  many  difficulties  of 
the  times.

The  Directors  of  The  Buffalo  Fine  Arts  Academy 
desire  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Mr.  George  P. 
Sawyer,  whose  death  occurred  last  January,  and  who, 
for  over  twenty-five  years,  had  been  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  having  in  charge  the  School  of  Fine  Arts. 

At  times,  the  affairs  of  the  School  approached  a 
condition  when  it  seemed  best  to  have  discontinued  it, 
but  due  to  the  faith  and  ability  of  Mr.  Sawyer,  it  was 
saved  for  the  good  of  the  City,  and  through  his  efforts, 
finally  has  been  placed  on  a secure  foundation,  and 
will  be  able  to  advance  along  lines  where  its  influence 
will  be  felt  in  all  branches  of  public  and  social  life.  To 
this  end,  the  Directors  of  the  Fine  Arts  Academy  ask 
the  encouragement  and  support  of  the  citizens  of  Buf- 
falo. 

The  Directors  wish  to  impress  upon  the  citizens  that 
it  is  the  education  of  the  children  that  is  important, 
and  it  is  upon  this  basis  that  the  Buffalo  Fine  Arts 
School  and  the  Albright  Art  Gallery  can  build  for  the 
future. 

Through  the  School,  we  can  assist  the  Public  School 
teachers,  the  Community  Church  Homes,  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A/s  and  the  Y.  W.  C.  A/s,  the  private  schools  and 
the  homes.  All  may  call  upon  it,  and  it  desires  to 
assist  all  manufacturers,  stores, — business  men  who 
may  employ,  or  think  they  could  employ  men  or 
women  trained  for  Artistic  Work. 

The  attendance  through  the  present  School  Year 
has  shown  an  increase  over  the  past  two  years,  due  to 
the  country  coming  to  a more  normal  state  since  the 
war.  It  is  expected  that  next  year  will  find  a much 
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larger  registration  over  the  present  year,  which  is  at 
the  present  writing  229  students ; whereas,  the  year 
before,  it  was  152.  If  this  proves  true,  our  present 
quarters  will  be  inadequate,  and  we  shall  either  have 
to  increase  the  quarters  or  refuse  some  of  the  appli- 
cations. 

It  is  suggested  that  anyone  desiring  to  attend  the 
Art  School  next  year,  make  an  early  application  in 
order  that  the  Superintendent  may  send  them,  as  soon 
as  issued,  the  programme  of  what  the  School  pro- 
poses to  do  for  the  season  1920-21. 

When  the  School  was  established,  instruction  in 
design,  painting  and  sculpture  only  was  given.  Condi- 
tions have  changed  and  the  public  is  now  asking  for  a 
broader  field  of  Art  training.  The  teaching  of  Art 
for  commercial  purposes  is  demanding  a special  equip- 
ment and  more  stress  must  be  laid  upon  Design,  as 
the  basis  of  all  the  Arts.  The  curriculum  will,  there- 
fore, be  somewhat  changed  in  order  to  give  a more 
thorough  training  in  Design  'during  the  first  months 
of  a student’s  course. 

The  Art  School  is  constantly  being  requested  to 
supply  business  houses  with  students  who  are  trained 
to  do  designing  and  illustrating,  and  it  is  the  aim  of 
the  School  to  meet  this  demand.  There  has  also  been 
established  a Department  of  Interior  Decoration,  which 
includes  study  in  the  elements  of  architecture,  pen 
and  ink  drawing,  water  color,  rendering,  planning  and 
design  of  rooms,  etc. 

Open  to  the  students  are  the  collections  of  paintings 
and  sculpture  housed  in  the  Albright  Art  Gallery,  to 
which  all  students  are  admitted  free  and  arrangements 
can  be  made  for  study,  copying,  and  the  use  of  the 
Library. 

A community  spirit  will  be  developed  by  frequent 
gatherings  in  the  various  centers  and  in  the  Albright 
Art  Gallery,  and  there  will  be  formal  School  functions 
held,  from  time  to  time,  during  the  year.  Social  activi- 
ties and  spectacular  presentions  are  recognized  as  a 
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part  of  the  legitimate  and  necessary  life  of  the  student 
body,  and  as  a vehicle  of  practical  experience  for  the 
study  of  design,  painting,  illustrating,  costume  design- 
ing, and  the  like.  The  slogan  of  the  School  should  be, 

“A  work  of  Art  is  anything  that  is  particularly  well 
done.” 

And  to  do  anything  well  requires  knowledge  of 
design,  scientific  knowledge,  technical  skill,  and  a 
habit  of  overcoming  the  difficulties  connected  with  the 
use  of  the  materials  or  tools  used  in  this  work.
